Tae Procinwation recontly issued by 
tho Tenno of Japan is one which can- 
not fail to havo much influence, one way 
or another upon the future fortunes of 


the country. ho abolition of the 
feudal system has been as the letting 
out of water. ‘The old ties once suap- 
ped, the people have shown a disposition 
to rush forward into untried pathy at 
an almost breakneck pace, and a too 
groat, though perhaps not unnatural, 
eagerness to enjoy all the fruits that 
the labour of centuries bus garuered in 
other lands, This has landed them. 
selves and their ralers in many diff- 
culties, all more or less serious, during 
tho past fifteen years, Change after 
change has taken place in the persounel 
of the Ministry. Laws have had to be 
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framed for the proper-regulation, pro- 
tection, or government of institutions 
to which the people have never been 
accustomed. The Press has become a 
weapon in their hauds, which, if uot a 
very formidable one, at least is often 
ry energetically wielded. The Min- 
istera of the Throne have in some few 
instances beon men of more than ques- 
tionable capability. Financial embar- 
raeements have resulted from the 
expenses of the revolution, and the 
insurrections which followed it under 
the leadership of Saigo; and the people 
have now for aconsiderable time been 
clamouring for a more constitutional 
form of Goverument, and the establish- 
meut of a Representative Assembly. 

Tt seems to us that, with reference 
to the demand in question, two things 
aro clear enough. In the first place, 
itis undeniable that, in spite of Carlyle’s 
thundering scoru, representative go- 
vernment is an institution founded on 
principles eminently just and trne. 
Tho right of a people to have a voice 
in tho laws by which they are governed 
is eternal and inalionable. OF course 
there may be conditious under which 
the exercise of this right would be dis- 
astrous to the last degroe. This fact, 
however, does not invalidate the in- 
horentand radical justice of the principle 
itself, But a right can only bo exercised 
with limitations. A man bas a perfect 
right to barn down bis own bouse 
should he feel so inclined. This right, 
however, is considerably modified sould 
tho Louse in question be one of a terrace 
inbinbited by other people, instend of 
atandivg alone ou an open plain. The 
executive of a country bears precisely 
tho samo relation to the people that the 
Board of Directors bears to the share- 
holdera of © pablic Company. Evou 
Moncius was republican enough to 
acknowledge that the power of a nation 
resided in the people. “The people,” 
he said, “are the most important 
clement of a nation ; the Sovereign is 
tho lightest.” ‘The Boucbous could 
never be brought, by all their bitter 
experience, to we that the King existed 
for the benefit. of the people, not the 
people for the henefit of the King. 
This great trath bas been nobly 
ackuowledged by the Emperor of Jupau 
ever since his restoration, AN his 
policy has been directed towards the 
welfare of the people over whom he 
reigns, He is endowed with all the 
prestige that is attached to an anbroken 
aiicestry of more than two thousand 
five hundred and forty years, Ho re- 
presents a dynasty compared with 
which the oldest and proudest houses 
of Europe, the Hapsburgs, the Romun- 
offs, the Gaelphs, are as of yesterday. 
While China las passed ander twenty- 
two successive rales, the successor of 
Jimmn Tenno is as firmly seated on 
the Throne to-day as bis great aucestor 
was 660 yeurs before tho birtly of 
Christ. The Emperors of Russia, who 
are absolate monarchs, lok down upon 
the Cuustitutioual sovereigns of the 
moto progressive states in Europe. 














They prefer the most terrible couspira- 
cies and brave the most appalling 
deaths rather than give up one tittle 
of their four-ceuturies’ lease of power. 
The spectacle, then, of au Eastern em- 
peror, who not twenty years ago was 
worshipped as divine, volantarity offer- 
ing to his people the most liberal and 
enlightened system of Government that 
has ever been adopted by man, is one 
of the most remarkable phenomona that 
the preseut goneration, periaps, has 
ever seen. A superficial glance might 
lead one to conclude that the resolution 
come to by the Tenno is of recent date, 
and had been wrang out of him by his 
subjects. So far from this being the 
case, the demands uow made upon him 
by the people are apparently based 
upon the promise of the Emperor him- 
self upon hiy restoration to power so 
long ago as 1868, He thon took a 
solemn oath that he would govern the 
conntry coustitutionally, aud that there 
should be a Deliberative Assembly for 
the consideration of all public questions, 
This really meaus an Assembly that 
should represent the people, and the 
Emperor shows himself willivg to fulfil 
the promise he thon made as goon as 
over his subjects are qualified to benefit 
by it. 

This leads us to the consideration of 
tho second part of the subject. We 
hold that the people of Japan are not 
yet wufficiently educated for the fall 
exercise of elective rights. The Em- 
peror has shown himself wiso in post- 
poning the fulfilment of his promise, 
while bo fully recognises its binding 
vature, Daring the ten years which 
aro yot to olapse, it in reasonable to 
hope that. the country will raake © 
siderable strides in experieuce, aud 
the wisdou: that experience brings with 
it, What would be an injadicions 
step to-day may ben highly proper and | 
even necessary measure iv the year 
1891. ‘The rate at which the education 
of the people hay been progressing 
during the past tifwen years, thoagh 
rapid tow remarkable degree, bas not 
heon fo great, perlups, as it las ap- 
peared. It in only the more prominent 
claxses of Japan that have participated 
in the new light. Even they, it may 
be said, Lave been in certain instances 
more dazzled by it thun illuminated ; 
and meantime the comuonalty of the 
Empire, the farmers, the shop-keepers, 
the country gentry, aro not ina vory 
different condition, intellectually speak 
ing, from whut they were ander the 
Shiogfius. But the work is going ot 
surely and steadily. Eduention is 
making strides and Striking root under 
the fostering care of the excellent Em- 
press of Japnn, whoso great desire is to 
raise the position of her couatrywomen 














and make them suitable compnnions | 


for their husbands. ‘The states of 
women in Japan is still low, aud shows 
but fow sigus of the progress made by 
the nation in other ways. Tho next 
ton yenra will, we trust, be wisely aud 
profitably cmployod, aud efforts, both 











public aud private, directed towards 


fittiug the people for the exercise of 
what is now theirs by right, but which 
they are not yet entirely able to use to 
their best advantage, Then it will be 


for the Emperor and his advisers to say 
what shall be the limitations imposed 
upon his own power, aud what the 
correspondent increase of power to be 
placed in the lands of bis people.

Woe are now able to inform our readers 
positively that the British Princes will be 
here on 22nd instant, and according to 
present arrangements will stay a fortnight. 
Admiral the Earl of Clanwilliam was to 
leave Yokohama on the 1st inst. 

Sir Thomas and Lady Wado left for 
Foochow per Sin Nanzing No, 2, and aro 
expected to return by the same steamer on 
her trip back, 

Mr. N. J. Hannou has been formally 
appointed to act as Chief Justice of 
H.B.M.’s Suprome Court for China und 
Japan, vice Chief Tustice French on leave, 
and has accepted the appointment, 

We notice the arrival in Shanghai of Mr. 
Chaloner Alabaster, H.B.M.'s Consul at 
Hankow. 

One of the first compliments that tho 
young Princes will receive on their arrival 
here will be an invitation to the St. 
Andrew's Ball, which it is believed they 
will accept. In the event of their doing 
so the meeting held in honor of the Patron. 
Saint of Scotland will be more than usually 
successful and harmonious. The Scotch 
residents make their Ball, as a rule, a 
thoroughly cosmopolitan gathering, and it 
is only natural that the people of all nations 
should be anxious to meet the Princes. Wo 
are, therefore, hopeful that the Ball will be 
a greater success than it would be under 
jormal conditions. The uaines of those 
who are on the Committee give a sufficient 
yuarautee that the arrangements for the Ball 
will be carried out with that completeness 
and perfection which only St. Audrew can 
evoke, It is not out of place in this con- 
nection that we should remind our readers, 
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especially those who are born North of the 
‘Tweed, that the father of the two young 
princes who are about to spend a few days 
in our midst is the Duke of Rothesay, and 
as such particularly entitled to their regard. 

A member of the Corean semi-diplomatic 
mission which recently visited the Japaneso 
Capital to enquire into the institutions of 
that country, arrived here on Monday by the 
Tokio Maru, and we believe is the guest of 
the Mitsui Bussan Kaisha. 

Wo aro informed that he is going to 
Tientsin and Peking, and that his investi- 
gations are chiefly directed towards the 
study of steamer-working and mining- 
developmenis. 

‘Kung Ta-jén, newly appointed Judge in 
Kuang-chon Fu [Canton], left for Hong- 
kong per Taku, 

‘The appointmentof TsoTsung-t‘ang to the 
Viceroyalty of the Liang Kiang Provinces 
‘was announced in the Peking Gasette of the 
25th October. The fact is referred to at 
some length in the letter of our Tientsiu 
and Peking Correspondents, which will be 
found elsewhere, 

Wo aro informed that the new Viceroy 
of Nanking is expected to come Sonth 
almost immediately. He will not visit 
Shanghai, but proceed direct to the pro- 
vincial capital. 

Amongst the passen; booked for 
Europe by the Messageries Maritimes str. 
Sindh, wo note the names of Messrs. 
Wong Yun-ti and Wong Chung-soi, Secre- 
taries to the Chineso Embassy, who pro- 
coed to Marseilles, 

So little is really known of the intrigues 
that are carried on within the Palaco at 
Poking, that it is difticult to decide how 
much of what ono hears is trustworthy. 
That all is not going on as it ought, at 
present, we have strong reasons for be- 
lioving ; but we abstain from roferring 
moro particularly to the subject ponding 
the arrival of more circumstantial advices 
than wo have received hitherto. Mean- 
while, however, we may mention one very 
mysterious incideut which is said to have 
occurred during tho early part of this yoar. 
It so happened that on one occasion Her 
Majesty tho lato Empress Dowager, in 
crossing ono of the palace-courts, passed 
within a'few yards of oue of those huge 
stone lions which are so favourite an 
appendage to the houses of the great in 
China, As she was approaching, a rumbl- 
ing sound was heard ; the figure rose from 
its podestal, aud then fell with a mighty 
thud, Dagon-like, upon the pavement. 
Examination is said to have soun brought 
the cause to light. Tho plinth was found 
to be full of gunpowder, and a train was 
discovered, passing undergound out of the 
palace-gate, as far as a certain cloth-shop, 
situated just beyond the Ch‘ien Méu of 
the Tartar City. The subsequent pro- 
ecedings were conducted with secrecy, aud 
the crime, which is said to have been 
traced to somo of the Imperial ennuchs, 
was doubtless visited upon the miscreants 
with the despatch usual in such cases. 

The Board of Rites has informed the 
Emperor that all proper preparations have 
been made for the due observance of the 
Birthday of Her Imperial Majesty ‘Ts’ Hsi, 
the Empress Regent, which takes place on 

















the 10th dey of the 10th moon—the 1st 
December proximo. 

We notice by the Peking Gazette that 
the Emperor announces his intention of 
following the funeral cortéye of the late 
Empress as far as the Tang-chip Mén. 
This is the north-eastern Gate of the Tar- 
tar city, aud about three miles from the 
Imperial palace. 

In gratitude to Heaven for the merciful 
recovery from illness of the Empress- 
Regent, the Emperor has granted a respite 
to all criminals lying under sentence of 
death, and mitigation of punishments to 
various other offenders. 

Jen Tao-jing, Inte Treasurer of Chibli, 
has been prompted to the Governorship 
[Hsiin-fu] of Shantung, vice Chon Héng- 
ch'i, who is appointed Director-General of 
Grain ‘Transport, we believe, at Huai-an 
Fu. 

‘An announcement appears in a recent 
number of the official organ to the effect 
that the Court begins to wear wadded 
clothes from the 15th October. In China 
no official ever presumes to feel cold before 
the Emperor sets him the example. 

A Censor memorialises the Emperor with 
respect toa kidnapping orimpressing system 
which prevails in the neighbourhood of the 
coal-fields in Hunan. It seems that there 
being no regularly established coal-works, 
poor people are invited by owners of coal- 
producing districts to come and dig for 
themselves ; and that, when once they 
hare arrived at the place, they are prevented 
from leaving, and forced to work for the 
proprietors. Tho local autitorities have 
tried to stem tho evil, but without success, 
‘and now the affair has been brought to the 
notice of the Emperor, who will sanction 
the adoption of steps to put an ond to the 
abuse. 

‘The Shén-pao tells a very charactor 
story of Chinese life. There was a ma; 
trate’s clerk iu Yaugchow, who, we gather 
from the circumstances detailed, was not 
above making all he could, honestly or 
dishonestly, out of his position. One day 
he had occasion to yo out on some oflicial 
business, and had not returned by the 
middle of the night. About twelve o'clock, 
‘a party of thieves entered the house, and, 
having gayyed the women-serrants with 
vol, proceeded to discuss their 
“Vinis man,” they said, “is of a 
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plans, 
moral character, and therefore we will not 





interfere with his wife and family. But 
he is a rapacious fellow, and we will relieve 
him of some of his property.” So they 
laid their hands on all they could, ungagged 
the women, and retired, leaving a letter 
for the owner of the house, to be given 
him on his return. The man came back 
next day, heard what had occurred, and 
opened the letter addressed to him by the 
thieves. When he read it, he heaved a 
deep sigh, and put it in his pocket. No 
steps were taken to recover the property or 
catch the thieves, nor could even the wife 
of his bosom wring from him the secret of 
what that mysterious chit contained. 

‘A somewhat amusing incident is said to 
have occurred in connection with the recent 
visit of Liu K’an-yi to Yang-chow. ‘The 
officers in charge of the local garrisons, 
hearing of the Viceroy’s near approach, 
despatched a small military official to find 




















out the exact position of the Viceregal 
party, and report to them how @oon His 
Excellency might be expected, in order that 
they might be prepared to receive him with 
due honour. When the messenger had got. 
about half-way, however, he was taken with 
the yin, or opium-craving ; and there was 
nothing for it but to turn into the nearest 
opium-shop and have his smoke. Unluckily 
he smoked himself into a state of complete 
stupor, during which, not only was he rob- 
bed of the money he had about his person, 
but the Viceroy arrived, and found no pre 
parations for his reception, Thereupon a 
bitter quarrel tovk place between the offi- 
cers of the two contingents—that escorting 
the Viceroy, and that which was stationed 
at Yangchow ; so bitter, indeed, that they 
decided to make an appeal to arms, and a 
time and place were actually fixed for the 
contest. This, however, could not of course 
be allowed, and peace-makers set to work to 
bring the indignaut generals to an under- 
standing over a cup of tea. ‘The affair was 
soon oxplained, and poetical justice satis- 
fied by the bambooing and degradation 
of the opium-smoker who had caused the 
mischief. 

‘Thursday, Srd inst., was the Birthday of 
His Imporial Majesty Mutzuhito, Emperor 
of Japan. 

We hear that Monseigtiour Dubail, Viear- 
Apostolic of Manchuria, has had a second = 
stroke of paralysis, It is not so very long 
ayo that we heard of Monseigneur Ridel 
being struck down by apoplexy. ‘The coin- 
cidence is as curious as it is unfortunate, 

King Kalakaua, whilo in Edinburgh, 
called on Dr. Bishop and conferred on 
Mrs. Bisitop (née Miss Bird), anthor of “Six 
‘Months in the Hawaiian Archipelago,” the 
literary order of Kapiolani. 

‘We expressed a desire the other day to 
meet anybody who had seen the much- 
talked-of statue of Marco Polo at Canton, 
which, according to the home papers, has 
been carried in triumph to’ Venice. Our 
wish has now beon gratified. A gentleman 
informs us that he saw the actual statue 
itself only a fortnight ago ; and it was then, 
at any rate, still in the Canton temple. He 
describes it as being placed on the right 
haud of the principal divinity ; it hasa blue 
moustache, blue whiskers, and a gilt face ; 
and it is arrayed in garments which, accord 
ing to our informant, are eminently sugges+ 
tive of a ‘billycock’ hat and .a sailor's 
jacket. ‘The priest in charge spoke of the 
original as Po-lu, with a suttix which the 
visitor did not catch ; probably some title 
of honour. There is, however, this much 
truth in the cenard which has recently been 
noticed in the Tines, that a model of the 
image has been sent to Europe. 

We are informed that the bungalow 
formerly occupied by Mr. R. S. Gundry 
near the Lung Hua Pagoda has been pur- 
chased by the Jesuit Fathers at Sicawei 
for Tis. 1,250. 

We have received the last number of 
the Wan-kwh Kuig-pao. There are two 
articles in it which deal with very useful 
subjects, One is on the deficiency of 
Chinese physicians, and the other on the 
importance of the study of mathematics. 
The Chinese often say that there is some 
‘sense’ in what they find in papers of this 
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‘description, even if they do not compre- 
hend fully what they read, and compare it 
favourably with the trivial gossip they find 
ii‘ many other publications. 

‘We acknowledge receipt of the Chinese 
Recorder and Missionary Journal for 
September and October. 

‘The ‘heraldic device on the Examiner’s 
shed now blazes in its full glory. When 
wo'first noticed it, it seemed intended to 
point the moral that beauty unadorned is 
ever adorned the most. Now, however, it 
is gorgeous with every colour—in the rain- 
bow and out of it. The dragons and the 
chimney-pot have been painted, scale by 
stale,‘ and section by section, in scarlet, 
blue, ‘yellow, green, orange, black, and 
white; while the poor dolphins, who grace 
the two extremities of the edifice, are ap- 
pareutly cousoling themselves for their own 
enforced homeliness by performing the ex- 
hilarating feat of daucing on their chins. 

Ou Tuesday afternoon one of the Chinese 
stovedores engaged in stowing tea and straw | 
goods on board the British ship John R. 
Worcester, having occasion to go into the 
lighter‘alongside for something, missed his 
hold, slipped down between the ship 
and the lighter, and immediately sank, 
‘Although everythiug possible was done by 
those on board to render him assistance 
the efforts made were powerless to save 
his life, Information was promptly sent 
‘on shore as to what had occurred, aud two 
boats were sont off to the ship with the 
appliances for grappling, which were at 
once set to work. After somo three hours’ 
Aragging the body was recovered about 150 
yardsfrom theshipand was brought onshore.

But one 
day sho showed signs of lunacy. Her 
parents immediately sent for oue of the 
“wise women’, of tho city, aud entreated 
hor to prescribo for their afilicted daushter. 
Tho sorceress proceeded to oxamine the 
patient, and pronounced without hesitation 
that the misforcuue had fallen upou her in 
consequence of her visits to the temple. 
The fact is,” she said, “one of tho 
Equerries of Hades has fallew in love with 
the girl, and is now calling her to him.” 
“Tho officer in question was one of those 
large mud figures who are represented as 
holding the bridle of the horses ridden by 
the superior divinities, aud which are yon- 
erally placed on either sido of the temple- 
gourt. ‘The crone’s prediction proved true. 
Shortly afterwards the girl died, and it is 
generally believed she has gone to marry 
her infernal lover.

Mr. T. C. Hayllar, Q.C., of Hongkong, 
returns to that colony by the French mail 
steamer on Wednesday.

40 fortunate, her deck cabins being laid 
open for a considerable distance and some 
of the Chinese passengers thrown into the 
water, So far as we have been able to 
Jearn. no lives wero lost.—Below, however, 
wo give Captain Dircksen’s account of the 
affair; which will be read with interest :— 
October 27th, when proceeding up the 
River Min and Ming-an Pass I sighted at 
10.40 a.m, the steamer Teucer coming down 
about a } mile off. ‘The flood was at its 
strength about four knots, being high 
water at Pagoda Anchorage at 2.30 y.m. 
When off Scout Rock in mid-river the 
Teucer blew one whistle, which we answered 
with one whistle and ported ; this brought 
the Teucer 4 point on our port bow. I 
next: observed that the Tewcer slizhtly 
atarboarded ; wo blew one whistle again and 
ported, When the Tewcer was about cable 
off sho starboarded quickly and blew 8-10 
short whistles, and we put our helm hard-a- 
port. When the Zeucer was about thirty 
feot off heading for our fore-square, and 
from 4-5 points across the river, we put 
our helm hard-a-starboard to avoid running 
on tho Rocks and, if possible, a collision. 
Shortly after, the Teucer struck us just abaft 
the wheel, carryingaway overything and out- 
ting into the ship's side on our port quarter 
two plates deep and twenty-five feot long. 
‘Tho chiof officer reported no damage below 
the water line, and finding after sounding 
the well no increase of water, I stopped 
the engine and intended below Spiteful 
Island to anchor, being tho first auchorage, 
to save passengers and mails floating in the 
river, Thon the second officer reported 
the ship sinking, I ordered fall speed ahead 
to get the ship above Spiteful Island and 
run on the mud bank, but on the mean- 
time it was found that the ship was not 
Joaking, only having a heavy list to star- 
board. Proceeded to our usual anchorage 
and sent immediately steam-launch in 
charge of second officer to look after 
passengers and mails.

Our 
contemporary then describes a telephone 
which has just been erected in the Hong- 
kong premises of Messrs, Gibb, Livingston 
and Co., a combination of Edison’s patent 
and Bell’s, which the Mail pronounces to 
bo one of the best instruments, if nut the 
best, of all. ‘Its marked features of 
difference from other patents are the greater 
body of sound conveyed along the wire, 
and the fact that one can stand in the room 
in which it is a although not in close 
proximity to the diaphragm, speak so as to 
be distinctly heard at the other terminus. 
What tho speaker at either end says is 
heard very distinctly, althoush it has that 
peculiar characteristic which one notices 
in sounds that are carried across a strotch 
of water—that it amoothens tho tones of 
the speaker. Tho telephone proper is a 
very neat little instrament, When a con- 
versation is to be started, a small knob is 
pressed and a handle turned, which opera- 
jon rings a bell at the sender's end and 
x at the receiver's The sonsitive- 
ness of the instrument strikes us as being 
alittle inconvenient, as conversations which 
wero not intended for tre uission might 
pass alouy the wires to ears which never 
were intended to hear them. This of course 
would only be when messages were being 
sent, as at other times the communication 
would be switched off.”

THE WORSE IN CHINA, 


Tue China pony plays so important a 
part in the lifo of foreigners iu tho East 
that a short account of the antecedents 
of this furoons avimal in past ages 
may not be without its interest to our 
readers. Lu spite of the general infe- 
riority it presents to its confrdves of 
Arabia and the West, its culture has 
always beon au object of considerable 
attention and solicitude among the 
Chineso; and though no one who sees 
the shaggy unkempt brutes, with their 
tavdry garniture and jingling necklaces 
of helis, which aro used by the gentry, 
soldiery, and maudarindom of tho Em. 
pire, is likely to form a very bigh idea 
of either the valuo set upon the animals 
or tho caro bestowed upon their wele 
fare, tho fact remains that they ocenpy 
a high place in tho national esteem, 
and inherit all tho prestige which four 
thonsand years of uatioual existence 
can confer upon them, 

Now apart from the assortion—which 
we are in no way bound to believe 
that. horses existed us enrly as the timo 
of Fa Hi, thero is ample evidence in 
the Classies that they were both known 
and used in that golden age of China’s 
history immediately preceding the es- 
tablishment of the dynasty of Hain, 
Woe read in the Shu-king of the milk- 
white steeds which were harnessed to 
the chariot of Yao; aud unless wo be- 
long to those who seo in tho name of 
this great sovereign no more than an 
limpersonation of Heaven, we neod not 
| hesitate to accept the correlative in- 
ference that the animals referred to 
were the flosh-and-blood progenitors of 
the horses we drive to-day, Under the 
Emperor Yi and his successors, the 
horse seems to have been regularly 
trained to the exercises of the battle. 
field, the labours of agriculture, and 
the excitement of tho chase, In the 
dynasty of Chou, it became the subject 
of special legisintion, Horses were 
divided into six classes, viz, those 
for the Emperor and uobility, those to 
be nsed in war, those for draught and 
fiold-lnbour, thoso for government posts, 
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those for private riding or journeying, 
aud those for carrying burdens. To 
the Emperor alone were assigned uo 
fowor thau forty thousand war-horses ; 
to the Princes and other nobles a smaller 
number, regulated according to their 
rank, The art of horsemanship was 
at this time greatly cultivated and ad- 
mired. No man was permitted to be- 
come a cavalry soldier before the age 
of thirty-five, or to remain such after 
fifty. It was necessary for him to be 
tall, robust, and strong; active, and 
firm in bis saddle. "The good rider,” 
it was said, “is glued to his horse like 
bark to a tree, and characterised hy the 
rapidity of lightning, the immobility of 
a rock, and the lightness of a feather.” 
‘As long as this warliko spirit was kept 
up, aud a simple hardy life récognised 
as that most honourable to the mau of 
rank, the breed and mettle of horses 
was presorved ata high standard ; but 
when o spirit of sloth and luxury 
began to prevail, and internal dissen- 
sions disturbed the general tranquility, 
tho animals became the objects of a 
pampering and indulgent system whieh 
was attended hy the mos! pernicions 
results, Not only were the horses 
themselves demoralised, but the people 
wore netually impoverished by the 
ouormous levies laid upow the land for 
the foddor uecossary to their mainten- 
ance; insomuch that « certain scholar 
ia anid to bave fraukly told the Emperor 
that, for bis part, ho would far sooner 
bo 0 Viecros’s horse than a Vicoros’s 
secretary. Nor was thie all; the une 
wholesome luxury in which the horses 
were reared, and the vast numbers of 
them which were appropriated to the 
Imperial use, resulted firrt in the degene- 
racy of thobreed, and then inanalarmi 
mortality. So serious was the mischief 
which Ind taken place during the 
dynnsty of Han, that, shen Kao ‘Tsu, 
the first Tfang Emperor, ascended the 
throne, it was found that the enlire 
cavalry of China consisted but of five 
thousand horses, all told. When he 
diced, he left his successor in a position 
to collect seven hundred thousand from 
tho different provinces of his realm ; 
and bofore long tho stock of horses had 
ao much incrensed that it was said 
they were actually more numerous 
than all tho camela, sheep, and enttlo 
in the land, Then the old abuses 
gradually crept back; corruption he- 
camo rife in thoso departments af stato 
to which was confided the care and 
maintonance of the Government stnds ; 
epidemics broke out among th 
and when, at tho close of the t 
century, the dynasty of Sung was over. 
thrown by the Mongol hordes, the 
nupply was found entirely inadequate 
to resist the chargo of the invading 
cavalry, It was the horsos of the 
Mongols which conquered China ; but 80 
badly did the hamid atmosphere snit the 
animals thomeelves, aud so widespread 
was the corruption practised by the 
native cavalry iuspectors, that, when 
the Yuens were onsted in their turn, 
they nctually fonud themsolves without

Such being the violent fluctuations 
which have characterised the fortunes 
of tho horse in China, it may not 
be uninteresting to turn to the theories 
currrent among the Chinese with respect 
to the proper trealment of the animal.

It is there- 
fore necessary that all their stables 
should face the south. It is also

In order, 
therefure, to prolong the life of a horse 
to its full extent, three things are 
necessary. The first is that a horse 
should never be transported from tho 
country where ho is indigenous, to any 
other. The Tartar horses, it is said, 
languish and die when carried into the 
warm, humid provinces of the south; 
the energating climate and more geue- 
rous food work great mischiefs in an 
animal accustomed to the bracing air 
and hardy life of the deserts of the 
West. ‘This was specially found to 
be the case on one occasion—in tho 
Trang dynasty, wo believe—when the 
vanquished ‘fartars were compelled to 
pay tribute to the Chinese in horses, 
‘The animals uot only sickened them- 
selves, but introduced a terrible epi- 
demic among the horses of the country 5 
a fact which was attributed to bad 
faith ou the part of the Tartars until 
Jexperionco and observation disclosed 
the troe reason, ‘The second is that a 
stop should be put to the practices of 
gelding and of working mares in foal ; 
‘one of which hus a bad effect upon the 
present generation, and the other upon 
their descondants. The third and last 
jis that a horse should be always con- 
tinued in the duties to which be was 
originally trained, Tho hack should 
| not be turned into a beast of burden, 
nor the charger into a beast of drought. 
If this is done, say the Chinese veteri- 
narie,—na in Englund, for instance, 
where many a fine racer ends his days 
between the shafts of a London cab— 
the auimal will most assaredly come 
to grief. It is related, as n case in 
point, that in the Tfang dynasty, a 
certain man bad trained his horse 
to danco und exper in time to tho 
cadences of music ; an accomplishment 
which was considered vory wonder- 
fal in thoso dass, and brought in a 
fair amount of money. Bat one morn- 
ling the owner died at a village near 
Hankow, whither he was taking his 
horse to perform at a great fair then 
bi held; and tho animal bad to be 
sold in order to procure a coffin for 
tho decensed. Ho was parchased by a 
petty mandarin, who, being anaware of 
his terpsichorean talents, shut him up 
in a stable with a couple of mules and 
an ass. But the confinement was in- 
tolerable to the poor benst; he had done 
nothing but dance all his life, and as 
he was unable to follow ont what 
was really his second nature, without 
restraint, relieved his feelings as best 
he might by capering in his stall. ‘Tho 
mules and tho ass resented this extraor- 
dinary bebaviour, which natarally in- 
terfered with their own pence avd 
comfort; and the owner, fanoying that 
tho animal must bo mad, sold him to 
a neighbouring butcher, who disposed 
of him, no doubt, for the good of his 
customers in general. 
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‘A DEBATING SOCIETY FOR SHANGHAI. 
Tuere is a saying, that “happy ure 
the people whose aunals are dull,” 
and we may therefore congratulate 
ourselves on being members of a most 
fortauate community. Tt is hardly 
possible for Shangbai to be more ivtel- 
Tectually dull than it is at present, 
and our felicity should he proportion. 
ately great. There have been times 
iu the past when we would have by 
reluctant to accept so blusén reputa- 
tion; but we seem to have rexched 
the deadest level that can be attained. 
This can hardly be doubted when we 
think of the many little social gather. 
ings-that were once held, the names of 
which are almost forgotten, We had 
a Dobating Society, a Shukespeare and 
a Sketcbing Club, 2 Philharmonic 
Society, and other kindred institutions, 
Tho Asiatic Society appears to bo the 
only one that has succeeded in battling 
against time for its existence. ‘The 
remark that General Bosquet made 
when contemplating the Balaclava 
charge, “It is magniticent, but it is not 
war,” might be very appositely applivd 
to sowe of their proceedings in past 
years. It is magnificent, but it is not 
science. 

Reflections like these have occurred 
to mauy minds in connection with the 
existonco of u Debating Society, It 
must be admitted that such instita- 
tions in England have been of invalu- 
able service at the outset of the earcers 
of many public wen, Here wo by 
nothing that can be likened to pul 
life and in this respect China ocenpies 
@ unique position. Indin, Canada, 
and New Zealand have all been the 
education ground of statesmen, while 
Australia bas been the means of briug- 
ing forward many leading Minist 
notably Viscount 
Mr, Lowe, and Mr. Childers. Chi 
ou tho other hand has produced no 
one who has made his mark in poli 
tics, It is said that commerce like 
war has its chivalry; but our dis- 
tingnished knights in the House of 
Commons are better known by their 
ready attendance at debates than by 
their speeches. We cannot ail however 
bo deep thinkers and powerful speakers, 
Original genius is no donbt required, 
and there must be the inborn nature 
that makes one man an orator, and the 
abseuce of which denies the freulty to 
another. Even without this tale 
readiuess of speech felicity 0 
expression are always worth acquiring, 
and they cau only bo gnined by + 
of ronding, depth of reduction, play 
faney, aud very careful practic.

HONGKONG. 


The rumour we (Duily Press) stated to 
be in circulation a few days ayo, to the 
effect that the Governor had intimated to 
Dr. Eitel that his services as Private 
Secretary would no longer be required, was 
unfounded. 

"The Canton correspondent of the Manila 
Comercio says that at Saichow, Nambhoi 
district, Kwangtung province, two machines 








for the weaving of silk wore recently put 
up by Chinese merchants, but the popula- 
tion, which is almost entirely engaged in 





silk weaving, damaged one of the machines 
and almost’ destroyed the other. The 
authorities seut a thousand soldiers to re- 
store order. 

Almost in the middle of the harbour the 
mast of a junk sunk during the recent gale 
sticks up some five feet above the water. 
Its position is about two hundred yards 
west of a line drawn from the Harbour 
Master’s Office to the ruins of the Gaol on 
Stonecutter's Island, and the spar is some 
five inches in diameter above water. No 










light is attached to it, and uo boat is 
stationed near the wreck. We would sug- 
gest that steps should at once be taken to 
remove this obstruction, more especially 
since, if Chineso reports are to be 
credited, the juuk is full of bodies, 
We are informed by Chinese that the 
vessel was a passage boat, and at the 
time of the disaster there were from 
fifty to seventy passengers on board. It 
appears that, owing to the frequent seizures 
of such craft by pirates, who yo on board as 
passengers, it has become the practice of 
the masters to fasten down the passengors 
when ready to leavo port, as a precaution 
against seizure. It is believed by the 
Chinese that the passengers on this juuk 
had been fastened down in the usual man- 
ner, and that all perished when the junk 
went down, No one appears to know what 
has become of the master and crew. It 
is reported that the Tung Wah Hospital 
Committee are getting up a subscription 
for the purposo of raising the junk and 
interring the bodies of those drowned. If 
there be any truth in this reported catas- 
trophe, uo time should be lost in raising 
wreck.—Duily Press. 

The Da steamer Activ, Captain 
Raneback, arrived in Hongkong on Satur- 
day evening (29th.) ‘Tho steamer left 
Manils for Amoy on the 22nd and experi- 
euced # continuance of severo weather, the 
wind blowing in heavy gales from N.N.W., 
veering rouud to N.N.E., with high seas, 
until four o'clock on the ‘afternoon of the 
27th, when she stranded in the lagoon on 
the Pra‘as Shoal, uot fur from the wreck 
of the Geraldine Paget, the Pratw Island 
bearing to the westward, ‘The ship was 
\ecessfully got off on the followin 
the 23th, and camo on to this port 
instead of proceeding direct to Amoy as 
was intended. She will yo into dock for 
examination before coutinning hor journey 
northwards. 

So many casos of suall-pox having 
recently occurred on boxrd ship, and 
quarantine regulations having becomo the 
order of the day at so many ports, it has 
been deomed necessary as a precantionary 
ineasure to vaccinate the crow and the 
wholo of the passengers about to proceed 
to Sau Franciscu by tho.steamship Anjer 
Head. 

By tho Istest Australian papers to hand 
we have news of the total loss of the 
steamer Ellanyowan, on the Daly river on 
the 25th September all hands aaved. ‘The 
Ellanyowan was formerly the property of 
the London Mission ly, but changed 
hands some time ayo, when she became the 
property of an Australian trading company 
engaged in establishing plantations ws far 
as ‘possible up the navigable rivers of 
Australia. 

H.M.S, Kestrel, 4, Commander W. M. 
Lang, returned to-day (28th) from a cruise 
amongst the Paracel Islands, whero she 
had been sent some time ago to search 
the steamer Quinta, when f 
aroused ax to the safety of that vessel. 
‘The Kestrel, we ate informed, has experi- 
enced very dirty weather aud bas lost 
some of her boats, 

We learn by the arrival of the steamer 
Nelson (ou 28th) chat, on the date when she 
left, the Brisbane had been stranded on the 
Fish Reef for three days, but hopes were 
entertained that the grounded steamer 
would be yot off after 600 tous of her 
eargo had beeu discharged. ‘Telegraphic 
advices have, of course, dispolled this 
hope ; and the N.W. mousvon appears to 
have ‘sperdily destroyed the vessel and 
prevented more than 450 tons from being 
got out ui her.—China Mail, 























































‘MANILA. 
Somo interesting notes as to the ‘Ty- 
phoons which have recently visited Manila 
aro to be found in the China Mai’s transla 








tious from exchanges. 
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‘The official report from the Jesuit Fatho™ 
in charge of the Observatory sets forth 
that the typhoon which visited the iulands 
on th 12th October was nearly of the same 
foreo as that which occurred on the 19th 
August last, with this difference that this 
time the radius was much smaller. ‘The 
greatest force of the wind was marked by 
the auenometers between the hours of 11 
and 12in the night ; there were gusts of 
32 metres per second, or 70.4 Enylish miles 
per hour, but this ‘was only for a short 
time ; the mean velocity of the wind in the 
strongest period of the storm did not 
exceed 23 metres por second. The typhoon 
would havo been blowing with stronyer 
forco in the northern provinees. ‘The wind 
shifted from N. to S. by W. from the pro- 
vince of Isabella downward ; and as in this 
direction the winds ran low, it is doubtless 
that these districts will suifer that, most. 
Tho direction of the typhvon, before it 
entered the islands, appears to’ have been 
tothe W.N.W., but shortly was uvisted 
towards tho N. by tho indentation of the 
coast. ‘The lowest reading of tho Barome- 
ter was 752,31 millimetres, and it stood in 
that stato from 3 p.m, to8p.m., when it 
bogan to rise ; a like fact was observed in 
in the typhoon in August, aud, in our 
opinion, this is owing to’ the ‘obstacle 
olfered to the run of the typhoon by the 
high mountains in the interior of Luzon. 
‘Phe quantity of water in the pluviometer 
was 40.3 millimetres. 

Tho American barque Cheshire, which 
anchored in our port on the 0th from 
Honolulu, had experienced a couple of 
typhoons during her royaye. ‘he first was 
on the 15th September last, and the other 
on the Ist Oct., which was stronger than 
the first, carrying away the foremast, These 
same typhoois were experienced here also, 
and duly announced by our Observatory 
at the time. 

On the arrival (Oct, 12th) of the steamer 
Chuwrruea, from Cagayan, we learn that on 
tho opposite coast, about 130 miles to the 
South of Cape Engaiio, in the port of 
Tumango (Palanang), there was a British 
or American schooner stranded, whicl 
bolioved to be ono of the three engaged 
trade botweon California and Hongkong. 
‘The Governor of Isabella sent a telegram 
to the Governor of Cagayan, giving’ the 
news and asking fora pilot to take the vessel 
to Manila, because the Captain and the 
mate of the ship aro said to have died. 
The Captain of the Churruca sent his Sed 
olticer, who on his arrival there announced 
that tho schoonor was stranded, and that 
tho sixteon men he had with him, together 
with the Malayan crew, were endeavouring 
to float the ship. We await the arrival of 
the vessel at Manila for further details. 

‘The Danish steamer Aciiv loft Manila 
for Hongkong on tho 15th, and after twelve 
Gays had elapsed, fears wero entertained 
for her safoty. ‘Those have, however, saya 
the Mail, been most satisfactorily set at 
rest by a telegram which has been received 
(ct. 27th) by her charterers, the China 
‘Merchants’ Steam Navigation Company, to 
the effect that, the steamer after leaving 
Manila experienced exceedingly rough 
Weather, during which she expended her 
stock of coal, and had to put back for a 
fresh supply ‘on the 2ist inst. Sho left 
Manila on tho 22nd, and will proceed direct 
to Amoy, calling at Hongkong on her 
return trip. 





























NAGASAKI. 

According to information received by 
telegraph from Yokohama, it is stated that 
the Detached Squadron will leave there for 
Kobe on the Ist Oct., where the ships 
will remain for a week. They will then 
proceed to Shanghai and not call at this 
port, probably owing to the exaggerated re- 
ports of cholera which have been circulated 
from this quarter, This is the latest 
known of the movements of the Squadron

About the 27th ultimo the U.S.S.

Ming-ch’ih, Governor of Hunan, submit- 
ting for the Imperial approval ‘six draft 
egulations for the better government of 


tho people known as Yao [4%], who livo 
in the south of his provineo. By regula- 
tions drawn up in the reign of Ch'ien Lung, 
and somewhat modified by a subsequont 
dict issued by Tuo Kuang, Chineso traders 
wore forbidden to buy land or other valu- 
able property from this people, One 
of the clauses of the Ch’ien Lung onact- 
monts provided that land that had already 
fallon into Chinese hands should be re- 
doomablo by the payment of the original 
rice at which it was sold, and that in 
future, the lands of the Yao were to be 
inalionable, and if any such wero sold to 
Chinese and the fact discovered, they were 
to bo restored at once, free of all charges, 
to the original owner. During late years, 
however, the tribe in question has made 
considerable progress in civilisation, and 
new regulations are required which shall 
be applicable to their altered circumstances. 
The laws still in force concerning them 
have long been ignored in practice, and the 
bulk of their land has become Chinese ; the 
process by which this chango was effected 
being termed, not purchase, but pled; 
Tease in perpetuity. Momorialist, 
ingly, last winter appointed a Commission, 
consisting ot three officers, to examine the 
enactments that had from time to time been 
insued regarding the tribe, and to report on 
the best means of so modifying their pro- 
visions as to render them eflective under 
the different conditions now existing. The 
Commission was instructed to take into its 
counsels an intelligent representative of the 
Yao min and the Chinese traders respective- 
ly, and give a fair hearing to any sugges 
tions they might make. ‘The result of this 
discussion has been now embodied in a code 
of six regulations submitted by the Com- 
mission, Momorialist does not mention the 
nature of these new provisions, but states 
mercly that they appeared to him to meet 
the exigencies of the case. However, as the 
interests concerned were of considerable 
importance, a copy of the regulations was 
forwarded to the Military officer in charge 
of the Yao district, with instructions to 
ascertain the general feeliny of the tribe 
on the subject by adoor to door inquiry.

and We directed tho various public oftices 
t» make the necesshry preparations. Upon 
this We received memorials from the prin- 
cipal otticers of Our realm, representing 
that it was not advisable for the Empress 
to make a long journey into a wild region, 
and that We should not do right in leaving 
her alone during the time We were abseut 
Ourselves. To-day We have received a 
collective memorial from Our Princes and 
high officers, submitting that the Empress, 
absorbed in the cares of the Regency, 
fulfils important duties on behalf of the 
aucestors and gods of Our dynasty, and that 
She has lately recovered from an illness, 
and is not yet Herself again. ‘To proceed 
ona toilsome journey, and one which would 
arouse Her grief afresh, would sorely in- 
terfere with the need She has at present of 
perfect rest and freedom from anxiety. 
For Ourselves, too,—accustomed as We are 
to tend Our mother and experience Her 
svlicitude for Us in a thousand ways,— 
it is feared that, were We temporarily to 
leave Her side, She would be afflicted with 
yearnings for Us in Our absence, and thus 
We should be lacking in dutiful regard 
towards Her. We are therefore asked, in 
conformity with the precedent set by Kang 
Hsi in the second year of his reign, to 
refrain from proceeding in person to the 
‘Tung Ling. The suggestion is put forward. 
by Our High Officers in the sincerity of 
their hearts, and their feelings and the 
language in’ which they have expressed 
them bear the stamp of honesty. On 
reading the representation, We were much 
affected, as We thought of the Empress, 
just freed from Her illness, starting out to 
face the cold on a journey of more than 
ton days, when She should be carefully 















































nursing Herself and recruiting Her health 
instead. We therefore earnestly entreated 
Her to alter Her determination, and Our 
poorefforts were graciously to listened bythe 
Empress, and She consented to give up the 
journey. For Ourselves, after the inexpres- 
sible kinduess the late Empress had ‘ever 
lavished upon Us, to be debarred from 
performing in the fullest degree the last 
sad ceremonies at Her tomb, was indeed a 
source of disquiet; but We have now re- 
ceived a command from the Empress, 
informing Us that We are still young in 
years, and it would greatly distress Her 
motherly mind were We to proceed on'a 
long journey with pent-up grief at Our 
heart, and bidding Us on this account to 
yield to circumstances, and act in accord- 
ance with the considerate advice of Our 
Ministers. We have not ventured to dis- 
obey this command, though the thought of 
Onr neglect to assist in the final obsequies 
of the late Empress harasses Us carly and 
late. We shall at a later period choose an 
auspicious day on which, in company with 
the Empress, to pay a reverent visit to thé 
tomb, and shew thereby the sincerity of 
Our feelings. For the present We shall 
appoint some of the princes akin to Us to 
perform the necessary ceremonies instead 
of Ourselves. 

(2) ‘The following appointments are 
gazotted :—Hsiang Heng [iff 7], now 
Minitary Lieutenant-Governor of Ch’ahar 
to be ‘Tartar General’ at Ching-chou Fu, 


Chien Hi [Aft ff]. to be Military 
Licutenant-Governor of Ch‘ahar. 

(8) A Decreo, calling upon the High 
officers in the different provinces to exor- 
cise greater care in the selection of thoir 
private secretaries ; it having been repro- 
sented to tho Throne that of the secretaries 
now employed are men of bad character 
and vicious habits, and that they frequently 
impede the course of public business. An 
such mon must bo at once dismissed ani 
their places supplied by others whose 
characters are above suspicion. 

(4) Memorial from the Consor Li Chao- 
hsi, requesting that a large number of 
appointments to District and Department 
Magistracies may be filled by officials who 
boiong to the cheng t'w, or ‘proper path’ of 
advancement. Memorialist divides officials 
who have obtained their appointments by 
purchase into tivo classes, the wealthy clasa 
who covet merely the prestige that oflcial 
rank confers, and tho poorer class ho look 
ou the purchaso system as a profitable 
investment for the capital they are possessed 
of. ‘The latter class, it is ueediess to 
observe, are not likely to have popular 
interests entirely at heart ; and the former, 
or wealthy class, accustomed from their 
youth upwards to excessive display and 
lavish expenditure, sot a pernicious example 
to their subordinates ; and if it so happens 
that they are appointed to a post the 
emoluments of which are small, there is a 
anger of their appropriating public funds 
and oppressing the people, that they may 
have the wherewithal to indulge their 
extravagant tastes. — Memorialist thon 
proceeds to shew how tho present regula- 
tions affecting official appointments might 
be modified so as to secure that a largor 
proportion of vacancies should bo filled by 
the class of official whose cause he is 
advocating. A decree referring his proposal 
to the Board has already appeared. 

October 2nd.—With tho exception of a 
memorial from Kuang Ying, Superintend. 
ent of the Imperial Manufactory at Hang- 
chow, submitting that it is ont of his 
power for the present to complete an extra 
order for silks and satins formerly furnished 
by Szechuen, there is nothing worth noting 
in this day's issue. 

October Srd.—(1) Ch'i Yuan, Military 
Governor of. Moukden, since ‘appointed 
“Tartar-General’ at Chieng-tu, reports a 
highway robbery perpetrated on an offic 
belonging to the suite of the Corean 
‘The officer in question had been left behind 
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on some business, and was travelling alone, 
trying to overtake the main body of the 
mission, He had left the regular road, 
which was flooded and difficult to travel 
on, and was proceeding by an unfrequented 
route in the neighbourhood of Chu-chia 
Tun, when his cart was stopped by two 
highwaymen, who ransacked and made off 
with all his’ baggage, leaving him badly 
wounded in both legs. He was conveyed 
to an inn in the nearest village where his 
wounds were looked to, and before long he 
recovered sufliciently to be enabled to pro- 
coed on his journey. He received from 
the local authorities the value of the goods 
stolen from him, together with a further 
allowanee to defray his travelling expenses ; 
but, no clue having been obtained to the 
identity of the perpetrators of the outrage 
of which he was the victim, memorialist 
recommends that the sub-prefect and other 
minor officials in whose jurisdiction the 
robbery occurred, be deprived of their 
buttons, and allowed a period of three 
months in which to arrest and punish the 
miscreants,—Granted by rescript. 

(2) Tan Chung-lin, Governor of Cho- 
kiang, reports a case of incest, and murder 
of the guilty wife’s husband, the details of 
which are not suited for publication, The 
womam has been sentenced to death by the 
ing-el’ih process, and the wo co-respond- 
ents to decapitation after the autnnm assize. 

October 4th.—(1) Ho Ching, Governor- 
General of Min-chéh, reports that the 
cannon and other matériel belonging to the 
bridges stationed at Shao-wn Fu, have been 
thoroughly overhauled and repaired, One 
thousand taels is the regulation yearly 
allowance for such repairs, and a special 
return of any expenditure beyond this sum 
has to be submitted to the Throne. In the 
present case the money actually expended 
amounted to 2,357 taels, less three taels on 
account of the sale of old and useless iron ;

The rain which fell late on Wednesday 
night had not prepared those who affect 
the Racesas.a hobby or as a pleasure to look 
forward to-day’s programnie as one the 
execution of which was to make up much 
of what they were cruelly deprived of yes 
terday by the perversity of “the man who 
holds the watering pot.” But, as the 
darkest hour comes always before the 
dawn, so did the weather of last night 
only fortell of a bright ard sunny forenoon 
to-day, with the bad effects of the rain over- 
night ‘nigh neuteralised ; and all outside 
appearances welcoming those who would, to 
join the throng, and to school themselves, in 
the few moments intervening, in discussing 
in a horsey a fashion as they could, the 
mysteries and chances of the “*C’rect card.” 
Nor were these wood signs altogether snares 
or delusions, For a time, all was the bean 








ideal of raciug weather.’ But there are 


fow unmixed pleasures in this world and 
the bitter had to be taken after the sweet. 
Indeed, the history of to-day’s races may 
be said to naturally divide itself into two 
parts. In the’ early part of afternoon, 
the weather was all that could have 
been desired by the most devoted of 
votaries to out-door sport. The sky was 
clear, and not a vestige of a threatening 
sign, not a cloud as large as a man’s hand, 
was to be seen; the air was crisp and 
bracing ; the cold was enough and still not 
a whit more than enough, to tingle one’s 
nerves and create that healthy flow of 
animal spirits and full vigour of body and 
mind in the absence of which all enjoyment 
in this earthly sphere has to be partaken 
of but as dead-sea fruit, which melts to 
bitterness while we pluck it and promise 
ourselves the enjoyment of it. Ina word 
Sportman’s weather prevailed; and one did 
not require to be a notably keen observer to 
perceive the wholesale difference that that 
fact made in the spirit, the enjoyableness, 
the vir and vim of the whole proceedings. 
‘There was, yesterday, about the Races, from 
the hour at which the first weivhing-bell 
rang until darkness brought the day’s 
enjoyment to a close, something in the air 
that oppressed everybody and spread its in- 
fluence like a pall overeveryevent, great and 
trifling, comprised within the circumference 
of the Race Course. And when it was all 
over the general look of things was much 
as if a weight had been lifted from the 
mind of most of those present, who, mota- 
phorically, folded their hands and thanked 
goodness it was all over, and that they conld 
go home now in the full satisfaction that 
thoy had dono thoir duty in what should 
have been a pageant in a small way. To- 
day there was a sense, manifested in ten 
thousand little things—in themselves, may. 
hap insignificent, but in the whole expres 
sive—a sense pervading the whole of those 
who held carnival, that they were not taking 
their pleasures so very sadly after all, not- 
withstanding the proverbial Englishman's 
tendency towards a Iugubrious fashion of 
enjoying himself. Tho ponies, too, seemed 
to feol the difference between the bright 
salubrious weather of the earlier part of 
to-day and the unpleasantness of yesterday 
afternoon. Until the later part of the day 
came with its a and unpleasantness, 
they made a splendid show ; and the real 
interest that could naturally be taken in 
the various races was as keen as has been 
called forth at any meeting of the Race 
Club here for many seasons. 

‘The Tiffin hour came with its relief from 
the excitement, or rather with that chango 
in the nature of the chastened dissipation 
which is always good, even for the most 
blasé participator. The tiflin and attend- 
ance were almost all that could be desired ; 
and if those who came to the second 
and third tables had to be content with 
little ceremony, they were all wise and 
experienced enough to take the will for 
the deed on the part of the purveyors, 
to sip their beef-tea and discnss the various 
tasty dishes and their thimbleful of spark- 
ling wine with that best of all relishes,— 
that which is to be begotten only of a 
healthy day’s sport in the open air with 
a splendid day's weather to encourage 
one therein. 

When the large party reassembled on 
the Grand Stand and in the enclosure, 
quite a change had come over the spirit of 
the day-dream in which all had been indul- 
ing during the time of the first three or four 
races; and one’s feelings wereasif hehad been 
suddenly transferred to another sphere,— 
of clouds and rain and bleak prospects for 
the day, all of which harmonised as badly 
with what had gone before, as any one could 
conceive. The ladies shivered and lost 
their spirits, the ponies snorted and showed 
they did not like it at all, and the “ gentle- 
man jocks” swore, or looked as if they 
would like to. The day’s sport was kept 
up, however, with as near an approach to 
an idea of being fast and furious as was 


























commensurate’ with the circumstances 
under which all and sundry laboured, dur- 
ing the latter part of the afternoon. 

To come to the details of the meeting of 
to-day. In the Northern Cup, to take the 
events in'their order on the card, seven 
ponies, out of 15 on tho list, started, ‘as 
against eight last yoar. Shamrocl: was the 
winner, although carrying a penalty of 10 
pounds through his win of the Maloo 
Plate yesterday. There was a good deal 
of curiosity shown in this race, although 
very little money changed hand hands over 
it, from the reasons which will be readidly 
understood by those who take an interest 
in the races. ‘Tho Shanghai St. Leger 
was, as usnal, the main attraction of the 
day, the winner of that event ranking 
about equal with that of the Maiden Stakes 
amongst the successful owners and jocks 
at the meeting, and immediately after 
the fortunate "one carrying off the 
Champions. There wero’ as many as 
twenty ponies entered, the same numbor 
as at last autumn meeting, and of these 
eight came forward to the running, as 
against 7 in the same race last year. Rose 
was a great favourite, but only suceooded 
in making a good fourth, the winner being 
First Cornet, and his stable companion of 
the same faimily name taking third placo and 
thus cozening Rose ont of the little credit 
he might havo had in the raco in which 
such great wonders were expected of him. 
In tho third race, the Autum cup, thero 
were only four starters out of a list of as 
many asa dozen. Last Autumn six ran, 
‘The race was a capital one—one of the 
best if not the best of the day. It 
resulted in a dead heat between Merry 
Mou: and tho old favourite Black Satin; 
and the decision of the Judges was 
hailed with the greatest outhusiasm, it 
being, apparently, a matter of toss-up 
amongst the partizans as to which was the 
most popular owner. ‘The fourth race, the 
Shanvhai Stakes, brought together, ont of 
61 looked, only 10 starters, the same field as 
last year.” ‘This is a smaller number than 
was expected to run for this event, which is 
a forced entry for all ponies entered at this 
meeting save those in the Hack Stakes, 
Prejulice, who won last year (Braw Chiel 
2nd; Strathazon 3rd) in 2 mins, 384 secs., 
came in the winner again; the excess in 
time, 5 seconds; which is perhaps accounted 
for by the difforenco in the weather and the 
condition of the course. ‘Tho next race was 
the Llama Miau Stakes, in which Presump- 
tion was favourite. He, however, had very 
little to say for himself at any time during 
tho race, and was absolutely nowhere at 
the finish. Red Hart won after a protts 
run with Fandango and only by a head, 
‘Thero were in this race 8 entries as com: 
pared with 9 last year. For the Mongol 
Cup there were, ‘out of 25 ponies on 
the list, ten who faced the starter, the 
same number as in last autumn races, 
Sianrock: was again a winner. Peregrine who 
was heavily backed against the Field only 
managed to get a third place, Mooncharm 
stealing a march upon him opposite the 
Grand Stand, where the favonrite was well 
pumped out. Tho Welter Cup was re- 
duced to a match between Jolly Friar and 
Secoud Violin, in which the former had it 
all his own way. The running was not 
pushed ; the time was fairly good, being Oy 
seconds more than the same pony took it 
with last year. Tho Hack Stakes closed 
the day's ‘events. OF forty-eight on the 
book one-fourth camo to the post, that being 
the largest field of the afternoon, if not the 
most faultless muster of ponies. Wild 
Send and Wild Jock took respectively thé 
first and second places.

PME AUSTRO-UUNGARIAN LLO¥! 
EASTERN TRADE. 

Regarding the important question to his 
countrymen of the Austro-Hungarian Lloyd 
Sicam Navigation Company, the Vienna 
correspondentof the L. & C. Bepress, writing 
Sept. 16th, states that a great improvement 
has taken place of late in the manner of 
that corporation in dealing with the public, 
an improvement which, although not owing 
to the merits of the Company itself, but to 
the application to its allairs of a great 
aulvaneing principle, is none the less unde- 
niable. ‘The latest form which the great 
principle referred to, free compotition, has 
assumed in Austria, is the granting of por- 
mission to the Peniusular and Oriental 
. Co. to establish a line of steamers at 
sste, astep the importance of which to her 
commerce cannot well be over-estimated 
when it is borne in mind that for all its 
maritime intercourse with theSouth and the 
countries of the East, Anstrin hag hitherto 
been compelled to dopend solely and entire- 
ly on Lloyd's. Already the presence of the 
P, & O. has led to a considerable reduction 
of some of the Lloyd’s rates to Alexandria, 
An arrangement containing certain stipula- 
tions as to tho maxima and minima of the 
Austrian and English Companies has been 
concluded between them ; but tho writer 
Qovs not anticipate that that understanding 
will bo of longduration, and he looks forward 
to a still greater reduction of prices for 
shipping in course of time, more particu 
larly if the P. & O, extend their bu: 
in Trieste, as he confidently hopes with all 
free traders that they will do, to the mu- 
tual benefit of England and Austria, not to 
speak of the trade with the East, aud chiefly 
the Far East, where so much still remains 
to be done. He points out that now tho 
progress and improvement of Austrian com- 
mercial and maritime connections with 
the Orient are far more easily obtainable 
than formerly was Uhe case; and, while 
instancing as a proof of the difliculties of 
years gone by the stnygle that had to bo 
made before the Government and tho 
Austrian Lloyd's could be convinced, even 
in the face of the swecess for a number 
of years of the Trieste-Bombay line, of 
the wisdom of organising a line to Cale 
cutta, the correspondent we quote trusts 
that now these two Indian lines ate proved 
by the last annual report of the company 
to be amongst the best paying of the 
| Company's comnections, and now that 
j Austria has a certain number of ships 
guing direct to China, it will be, com- 
paratively, not diflieult to persuade the 
yd's of the prospects open 
1g regular and direct lines 
aa, and eventually to Japan.

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status quo, to the effect that there are no 
pulky goods likely to give considerable 
freights among tho articles imported or 
exported from or to China, and that the 
trade of Austria with Japan is quite ins 
ficant, by referring to, and laying emphasis 





npon, the facts (1) that the Celestial 
Empire offers to the commercial world of 
‘Austria an immense field of operation, the 





aatension of which is hardly to be deter- 
mined now; (2) that China, which (as he 
puts it most naively) ‘is very far from 
being entirely laid open,” is daily, as it 
were, being invaded and penetrated by 
‘Austrian explorers and traders ; (3) that 
the resources that International Commerce 
will find there in twonty years or sv 
are such as no one at the present day can 
foretell. The writor sots forth that one must 
not judge tho commercial importance of 
Austria with reference to the Far East only 
by the lists of imports and exports now 
published, tho greatest part of Austrian 
Foods being brought to the Eastern coun- 
fries by English, German, and Dutch ships. 
In support of his position on this point he 
mentions as a fact within his own know- 
Iedge the existence of a ureat Austrian 
factory which disposes of almost the whole 
of its fabrics in Chinese ports, but yet had 
hardly over had its goods ‘shipped rid 
‘Trieste, Hamburg offering tou many 
advantages of various kinds, none of which 
are to be found in the maritime emporium 
whose cause he so patriotically pleads. 
‘This correspondent put himself forward as 
the mouth-piece of a Party which earnestly 
desires that not only should their industries 
be freed from paying tribute to Hambury, 
‘but also that a Tonge part of the German 
goods be shipped on board Trieste ships: 
with many other reforms and improve- 
ments, besides the reduction of Lloyd's 
freights to a reasonable figure, all of which 
must be carried out before their ends can 
Yo soctred and animation breathed into 
the direct intercourse of Austria with the 
Far East. Amongst these he emumu- 
rates several. First of all there is wanted 
a better system of railways connecting the 
Adriatic ‘coast with the North of the 
Empire and the East of Germany. The 
roads were almost all intended to favour 
Venice, which was Austrian till 180 
whilst they actually prejudiced ‘Trieste, 
which even now is by several hundreds of 
kilometres moro distant from the Northern 
industrial districts than the Italian “Queen 
of the Adriatic.” Some corrections of the 
existing lines and some additions to the 
railway-net, as, for instance, the Vorarlberg 
line—at which, by-the-bye, they are now 
working energetically—would suflice to 
increase the importance of Austrian com- 
merce with the Far East, he says; aud 
would ensure abundant freights to the 
Straits Sottlements, Siam, China, Japan, 
&e, It would be suflicient, however, re- 
marks in conclusion this correspondent, 
whose important letter we have here sum: 
marized, if the Lloyd’s Company wero 
actuated by a really commercial, enterpris- 
ing, and wise spirit of foresight (u establish 
in "Austria, us well as in Gert and 
other countries, active agencies, which now 
hardly exist, even nominally. A second 
condition for prosperity would be the erea- 
tion of some establishments of credit, 
capablo of ensuring those numerous fins 
cial facilities which are at present so easily 
to be obtained in Hamburg and other 
places.

‘THE LOSs OF THE “Quinta.” 


The report from the Quinta is as follows :— 

Left Hongkong on Sunday, the 3ud Oct., at 
8.30a.m, Passed Sharp Islands at 11.30, one 
mile distant. ‘The wind was then from the 
East, the #ky clear and the breeze fresh with 
a big steering S. 35 W. true. The 
barometer at noon 30.10, and by 4 o'clock it 
was down to 30°05, and by § o'clock 29.95, 
the weather threatening, and the sea then 
increasing. The barometer at midnight was 
29.90, and there were all the appearances of 

typhoon passing over the vessel. Very 
heavy squalls with rain were experienced at 
4 o'élock, aud the wind was round to the 
3 barometer 20.88, the squalls in- 
ing aud the sea rising. At noon the 
lat. was 19.3 uoon, loug by observation, 
10.55, and by rouaing 111.44, showing a

‘Tho sea 
soon got so high that we could not lock the 
chains, ‘Tried to do this aud did not succeed, 
Aftewards came to the conclusion that as 
there were very heavy steep rocks close by 
oar stern that we would not heave any 
chain, as we were nearing the rocks all the 
time, aud tho vessel might be smashed. At 
5 p.m. tried to weigh, and got the starboard 
ichor up ; but without getting away, the an- 
chor stock being pulled off. ‘The port chain 
was carried away to the extent of 30 fathoms, 
Brought the vessel up against the wind, 
and steamed against it; but she would not 
answer her helm, and so was forced to keep 
off before the wind, The ship tried to make 
alow sandy beach which extended between 
the two islands, but the ship again refused 
her helm and drifted sideways in, and struck 
with the fore eud on some rocks ‘which were 
near the shore,—the after part of the vessel 
being on the sand. ‘The engine went full- 
speed astern trying to get her off, but the 
effort was futile. The vessel laid over on her 
starboard side, aud everything on deck was 
broken or cast away. ‘T'wo lifeboats were got 
out from the port side and mauued. The 
crow tried to establish communication with 
the shore on the sandy heach, but the strong 
current running at the time caught the boats, 
which were manned by members of the crew 
aud laden with women and children, and threw 
or dashed them amongst the rock, smashing 
them to pieces quite near to where they had 
expeated toland, Allthe passengers were saved 
by the crew ; only two women aud one child 
who re boat aud were drifted out to 
sea, were lost. jade no water until 
the Sth inst.” Seeing the danger attendant 
ou the landing of passengers there were, by 
the captain's orders, none seat on shore until 
the morning of the 5th, when about daybreak 
life-buoys were thrown overboard, with small 
fines attached to them. Tt was hoped the 
surf would throw them ashore, and so allow 
the men foreed to stay avhore the previous 
night, to get hold of them. At 10 a.m, they 
succeeded in getting hold of one life-buoy, 
and to the string attached to it a strong ro 

was fixed ; this rope was carried over the roe 
to the sandy beach, and made fast to a rock. 
A boat sas then manned and filled with pas- 
sengers, and lowered on the port side, and 
she was got safely ashore by the communi- 
cation thus established. “Phe heavy sea 
nnd wind prevented any effort being made 
to get ashore in an ordinary boat by pulling. 
‘The ship, fast on the sand, laboured heavil 

but made no water. All the passengers 
and crew were taken on shore by the 
Tinea, With bamboo and spars and canvas, 
broucht from the ship, tents were built 
from the women and children, and blan- 
kets were paid out to them. Three of the 
crew remsiued on shore, the others were seut 
on board to seo whether something could uot 
be dove by-and-bye to get the vessel off. At 
10.20 that night the vessel began to leak, 
having been Inbouring heavily for some time 
previous to that; manned the pumps with 
all bands to prevent the water from rising in 
the holds, and give time to get up steam on 
the donkey, and keep,the pumps going, The 




























































































water gained, however, on there efforts, and 
at 12.30 a.m, on the 6th the vessol was filled

Chronometer and mails were left on 
hoard, as it was belioved that they would be 
safer there than on shore, Iu the evening, 
about twenty boats came aud attempted 
pilfer and loot the luggage of the pasven, 
‘They were driven off by the crew firing 
shots without aiming at them go ax to kill 
or woul them, This had eventually the 
desired result, ani they were scared away, 
At quite an early hour next morning, how: 
ever, a repetition of the same scene on a 
larger scale occurred ; then over a hundred 
boats, each manned by from § to 11 men, 
made for the ship. Fired at them but with. 
out frightening them. The Captain by this 
time thought it was advisable in the inte 
of the lives of those under his charge, 
that all should leavo the ve 
natives, who numbered over a thousand, wero 
already’ close upon the ship, with inten. 
tions of no doubtful kind stamped on their

party. | While the natives plainly enough 
meant plundering the vessel there was to all 
appearance no idea of unnecessary bloodshed ; 
there seemed to be no idea of hurting the 
officers, crew or passengers who were alrondy 
on shore, or of committing unnecessary 
jeuco towards any oue so long as tho absti- 
nonce from such did not interlere with the, 
accomplishment of the fixed determination of 
the natives—to make the utmost out of the 
wreck by looting.
